Navy Has Bene Keeping Details Of

Plans for the British cruiser Suf¬ 
folk have disappeared. Tile Suffolk 
Is under construction at the Ports 
mouth navy yard and details of her

Charter of Incorporation Ha* Been 
Granted By Letter* Patent 

Letters patent Incorporating “The 
Canadian Legion of the lfrltlsh Em¬ 
pire Service League” have been Issued 
{by the secretary of state, according to 
an announcement sent out by legion 
headquarters. Through the charter 
of Incorporation the legion Is em¬ 
powered to "establish, organize and 
r» pillule provincial, district and local 
bodies or commands and branches, In 
ronvetilent centres throughout Canada 
and elsewhere," ami to establish 
parallel organizations to be known ns 
Indies' auxiliaries. 

The charter of Incorporation gives 
legal effect to the work of the unifica¬ 
tion that has been proceeding among 
Canadian veterans’ organizations since 
the visit of Field Marshal Earl Haig, 
grand president of the British Empire 
Service League, to Canada last year. 

The original Intention of the legion 
was to reek a royal charter by special 
act of parliament, but the dissolution 
of parliament made It necessary to 
alter this proposal.

of Condensed Milk 
Guardian of Health 
The value of condensed milk as a 
guardian of health was curiously dem¬ 
onstrated hv an item In the London 
Dally Mall recently, one sentence in 
the article reading: 

"The complete replacement of fresh 
milk by condensed milk has notably 
reduced tuberculosis.” 

The story had io deal with the activ¬ 
ities of the London Zoological Society 
and was reporting on the health of the 
animals. Many animals, especially 
those with cloven hoovt s, were liable 
to epidemics of bovine tuberculosis. 
The antelopes seemed to die of noth¬ 
ing else. Yet they livid under very 
good conditions and were given gener¬ 
ous dally draughts of fiesh milk. Then 
the fresh milk was cut off and the 
tinned variety substituted. A mark¬ 
ed Improvement follow* d and tubercle 
has been stamped out in the ante¬ 
lope paddocks. The Borden Company 
Limited, who put up Eagle Brand con¬ 
densed Milk, have long advocated It 
as an infant food on the ground of Its 
being absolutely pure as well as uni 
form. This Incident would seem to 
bear out the statement that, save for

Equipment Lost In Lake As Result Of 
Aenaplane Wreck 

Frank Slewardson, a Fort William 
diver, has been engaged by the Do¬ 
minion forestry service to salvage the 
camera and other instruments which 
lie at the bottom of Kashaboiwe Lake, 
as a result of the wreck of the aero¬ 
plane E-Y, July 22.

Recent dispatches from Moscow* 
and elsewhere have Indicated a seri¬ 
ous split among the Communist 
leaders and a struggle for power. 
Joseph V. Stalin, who has tlsen to 
power since the d ath of Lenin and 
lias gradual}* ousted Trotsky, Kamen- 
etifT, ZlnoviefT, and other old leaders 
from their places on tlie all powerful 
political bureau, and ftom control of 
important bureaux, has finally aroused 
open opposition. 

Trotsky’s position has not been 
made clear, hut the Stalin party be¬ 
lieves he Is organizing the op|aisi- 
tlon, which includes many of the 
most powerful men In the Lenin re¬ 
gime. Wliile Stalin has control of 
ilie army and navy commands, there 
have been many indications that a 
large part of these foices are still 
under the influence ol Trotsky and 
Zlnox left.

On land 
which is thought to be more suitable 
to rye than to wheat, the only practi¬ 
cal method in thi- district, probably, 
is the seeding of lull rye after fall rye, 
possibly in a tliree-year rotation of 
sumtiierfallow. fall rye, and fall rye, 
or in some similar type of rotation. 
Wlieu fall rye was seeded in the spring 
with a crop of green feed, with a 
spring seeded grain crop, or when the 
grain crop was four inches high, the 1 
crop of rye was not satisfactory. Such 
seeding* appear to be too early for the 
fall rye aud, in some cases, to Injure 
the crop in which they are seeded. 

When grown for grain, fall rye 
diould be -,eeded at Hie rale of one 
bushel per acre, some time during the 
first two weeks of September. If 
possible, ii is advisable to Heed the rye 
when the soil renditions are reason¬ 
ably moist because if seeded in ex¬ 
tremely dry soil, the germination may 
be poor and the stand patchy. When 
giown for pasture or for hay, the rye 
may be planted earli**r ill thu season 
and the rate of seeding somewhat in- 
creu u*d. It is advisable to use seed 
which ha been produced in Western 
Canada been use it Is less liable to 
v'Inter-kill. The varieties of fall ryo 
known as "Saskatchewan” and "North 
Dakota 959," have given very satis 
factory result*. Spring rye docs not 
yield as much per acre as fall ry e, and 
I i not as productive as the common 
spring seeded cereals.

Owing to the number of public and 
social engagements King George has 
fo keep, it often becomes necessary 
for His Majesty to be represented by 
a deputy. 

The man who represents the King, 
be he prince, peer, or commoner, be¬ 
comes for the moment Invested with 
kingly rank. He must be addressed 
as "Sir,” no one must bit down in Ids 
presence, and lie takes precedence 
over all others at whatever function 
lie may attend on behalf of King 
George. 

At all public functions attended by 
the King, a reception committee must 
be appointed to receive him, and I be 
same ceremony must be accorded to 
the King’s representative. 

When attending any ceremony ln 
London, the King’s representative is 
provided with one of the royal car¬ 
riages, but no outriders are sent. Nor 
is he ever accompanied by a military 
guard, unless be is a member of the 
royal family.

(Continued from last week) 

There are several species of 
sweet clover, but for our purpose 
wo will divide them into two Has 
les. White Blossom and Yellow 
Blossom, as these are the two 
which arc mostly grown. White 
Blossom is the variety produced oil 
the majority of farms, but a great 
many people are beginning to fav¬ 
or the Yellow Blossom on account 
of its early maturity and possibly, 
a little finer stem, thus making 
better hay than the White Blos¬ 
som. 

When just beginning to grow 
sweet clover so closely resembles 
alfalfa that many will mistake one 
for the other. They may he dis¬ 
tinguished by noticing the edge of 
the leaves; the sweet clover leaves 
are much like saw teeth, while the 
alfalfa is almost smooth; or by the 
rather bitter taste of the sweet 
clover as compared to the alfalfa. 
When older, the sweet clover dev¬ 
elops a main stein with many bran¬ 
ches. while alfalfa produces many 
stems from the crowns, with hut 
few branches. 

The biennial sweet clover, when 
sown sown alone in the spring will 
make considerable growth—one to 
three feet—and may he cut foi 
hay. Under favorable conditions, 
two crops of hay may bo cut the 
first year. It is the nature of this 
plant to store up in large fleshy 
roots food which is used the second 
year in the production of seed. 
Pasturing heavily or cutting close 
before it has made its maximum 
growth may limit the growth and 
seed production the second year to 
some extent. In favorable seasons 
sweet clover makes excellent fall 
pasture, after the small grain is 
cut. 

Western Canada has very little 
soil not adapted to sweet clover. 
It will not grow on sour, acid soils, 
which are just the opposite of the 
alkaline, lime soils of Western Can¬ 
ada It will do especially well on 
rich, lime soils, with plenty ofmois 
tun*. But if it can get a start at all 
on the clay, sandy, alkali or gumbo 
soils, it will make a comparatively 
reinarkuhlo growth. On shifting, 
sandy soils, if only a few plants get 
a foot-hold, they will protect others, 
and soon the whole area will be 
covered. It will push out into the 
alkali flats further than any other 
crop, and these soils, after sweet clo¬ 
ver has been grown on them a few 
years, will -produce other crops 
more successfully. 

Sweet clover should he sown 
early in the spring with small 
grains. We have had excellent 
success using either oats, wheat, 
flax or barley. We prefer Marquis 
wheat, and seed only about three- 
quarters of tho ordinary seeding. 
Marquis is early and <J,oes not 
shade the ground as much as some 
other varieties. We use only 
clover seed which has been hulled 


and scarified. Make sure that the 
seed you get is government tested 
for purity and germination. If 
your seed has not been hulled and 
scarified, only about half of it will 
germinate; so it is ini|>ortaut that 
you get the right kind of seed. 
Specify the kind you want and 
ask the dealer if ho knows what lie 
is selling you. We have secured 
excellent results from seeding ten 
to twelve pounds of hulled and 
scarified sweet clover seed per acre 
hut for pasture or hay, it is cert-, 
ainly an advantage to seed some¬ 
what thicker, as you will get a 
much finer quality of hay. Out¬ 
general rate of sowing is rathet* 
liberal—fifteen to twenty |xnmds— 
and we get best results from this 
rate of sowing. 

For feeding purposes sweet clo¬ 
ver is more valuable than red clo¬ 
ver, ami almost equal to alfalfa. 
Sweet clover, if sown early in the 
spring on good soil, may make a 
fair cutting of hay the first year. 
It makes excellent pasture the
